In 1967 ASEAN, a regional 
organ lx alio n, was founded by 
Malay il a, Thailand, the Philippi- 
nes and Slngapora with tha aim 
el promoting economic and cul- 
tural advancement. Brunei re- 
cently became Its sixth member.

According lo olllclal figures, 
over ihe past decide trade be. 
Iwaen ASEAN membort has ri- 
sen from 1,800 million dollars la 
nearly 15,000 million. They are 
now Involved In several join! 
economic projects, and discus- 
sions no afoot on various pro- 
posals for collaboration among 
banks and specialized state-run 
enterprises. 

Notwithstanding Ihe feel thai 
In recenl years their economies 
grew Faster than those In other 
developing cannulas the Sculh- 
Eail Aslan nations are still going 
through serious economic diffi- 
culties, like Inflation and unem- 
ployment. The roajon Is Iheir 
one-sided orientation towards 
Ihe cepifallsl world, primarily 
the USA and Japan, whose capi- 
tal Is now predominant In fhoso 
countries, Neocolonlal dlklal and 
financial tentacles of Ihe Irani- 


nailonal corporations prevent 
the association Irom settling Ks 
socio-economic problems. By 
ihe end ol Iasi year Iheir for- 
eign debts to Industrialized cap- 
italist nations amounted lo 
68,700 million dollars. Although 
the ASEAN countries appealed 
to the last iwo summits of Ihe 
seven mosl developed capital- 
ist nailons, lo lion oul unequal 
trade and economic relations, 
this situation still pcrslsli. The 
Industrialized nations only ad- 
vised them to roly on Ihe ad- 
vantage 1 offered by "‘free enter- 
prise”. 

Though ASEAN Is an econom- 
ic organization. It Is also com- 
pelled lo grappto wllh military- 
political mailers, or, more cor- 
rectly, to lend thorn off. Emis- 
saries From Washington, Tokyo, 
London and olher Wort Europe- 
an nations are drumming Info ihe 
heads of Ihe ASEAN leaders Ihe 
mythical Soviet "thru I", and, of 
late, the Vietnamese 'Threat 1 ', 
seeking lo me Ihe "defence" 
pretext lo plunge lham into 
military collaboration. Spe- 
culating on a non-existent 
“Kampuchean Issue", they would 


like lo kill two birds with one 
slona— to restore a reactionary 
regime in Kampuchea and port- 
ray socialist Vietnam as an ''ag- 
gressor 1 '. 

In order lo transform ASEAN 
Into a military organization, 
Washington, ossified by Tokyo, 
Is foisting on II the Idea ol a 
"Pacific community 1 ', an organl- 
lallon which would allegedly be 
called upon lo promote Ihe 
prosperity ol Iho Pacific nailons. 
The real Intention though Is to 
turn the association Into a mil- 
Itary organization on Ihe tines 
ol NATO. 

Many ASEAN leaders resolu- 
tely oppose attempts to draw the 
association Into any mllHary-po- 
HHcol bloc or grouping. Accord- 
ing lo the Indonesian newspa- 
per "Kompas", South-East Aslan 
nailons rogard the "Pacific com- 
munity" is a political and eco- 
nomic trap.

That there aro posIHve shifts 
In the position of the ASEAN 
states towards the Indochinese 
nations Is ovldonced by Iho vi- 
cious ailack levelled at their 
South-East Aslan colleagues at 
a recent Jakarta meeting by US 
Secretary ol Slate George Shultz 
and Japan's Foreign Minister 
Shlntaro Abe. Regrettably, they 
succeeded in getting Ihe ASEAN 
foreign ministers to piss a roso- 
lullon on the "Kampuchean Is- 
sue" — a resolution meant to 
disrupt normalization ol the sit- 
uation In tha region. 

This does not mean, however, 
that the positive process which 
has just begun has boon torpe- 
doed, Sober-minded people in
